CANADIAN PATRIOTIC FUND 


——— ‘ 


At the very commencement of the 
war and aS soon as Canadian troops 
began to mobilize for active service, 
the question arose as to how their 
wives and families were to be main- 
tained. during their absence. In not 
a few instances generous-minded em- 
ployers offered to continue to pay 
wages as formerly in whole or in 
part to the families of the men who 
had been in their . service. . Many 
cases which were unprovided for, how 
ever, came under local notice and 
funds were started in several of our 
large cities to care for such. It soon 


became evident that while certain, 
districts could provide well for the 
families within their bcundaries, 


there would be other cases, equally 
deserving, in “danger of being  over- 
looked. Hence arcse the demand for 
a general or national fund, that 
would consolidate and support local 


effort and be available where this, 
rroved insufficient. 
In answer to numerous requests, 


His Royal Highness, the Governor- 
General of Canada, took the initia- 


an Patriotic Fund was organized with 
His Majesty the King as patron. It 
"sa body corporate by virtue of an 
Act of Parliament and is empowered: 
“To collect, administer . and distri- 
bute a fund for the assistance in case 
of need of. the wives, children and 
dependent relatives of officers and 
men, residents of Canada, who, dur- 
ing the present: war, may be on act- 
ive service with the naval and mili- 
tary forces of Great ‘Britain and 
Great Bilttain’s allies.’’ 

Not many families were left in to- 
tal destitution. The British  gov- 
ernment grants to each married man 
lf separation’ allowance, amounting 
to about 15;shillings per week. The 
Canodian government will adopt a 
similar course and provide an allow-, 
‘ance relatively the same. Again, 
| there are often wage-carners in the 
family who. do or can contribute in 
part towards its support. ‘Further, 
many employers are continuing to 
|pay to the family of a soldier on 
active service, th? whole or part of 
‘the amount: wkl.ch such soldier as an 
employee has. been accustomed to 
earn. All these sources of income 
should be enquired into by the local 
relief committee and carefully consi. 
dered when caleulating what amount 
a family may justly receive from the 
fund. For example in the city of 
Montreal, ifa womon applies for her- 
self and three children, aged respect- 
ively 12, 7 and 3:years, she:is regard 
ed as entitled to receive, if she had 
no other sources of income whatso- 
ever, the sum of approximately $45 
per month. This would be made up 


' by allowing+ber $t.00-per-day on her/ 


own account: and adding 25c¢ per day 
for a child between the ages of ten 
and 15,years, 15¢ for a cklld between 
5 and 10 years of age, and 10c per 
day for a child under five years If, 
however, she receives a separation 
‘allowance of $15.00 oe $20.00 per 
month, the fund should be relieved 
to that extent and should give her 
only the difference between $45.00 
and $20.00, that is to say, $25,00 per 
month, 

It is asked, can this fund be used 
to relieve a family whose bread win- 
ner has not gone to the front but 
who ‘is out of avork and in need 
through the indirect effects of the 
war? The central executive realizes 
that this is a danger which threatens 
-at many places thronghout Canada, 
and must be adequately met, else 
great hardship will ensue through the 
coming fall and winter. But, what- 
ever might be their inclination, the 
administrators of the fund cannot 
legally go beyond the powers grant- 
ed by their act of incorporation, and 
to relieve incidental distress arising 
from non-employment is not one ol 
heir powers.

INEFFICIENT USE 
OF HORSE LABDR 


—_— 


Articles are frequently published, 
not only in technical journals, but 
also in papers intended for the gen- 
eral public, pointing out the great 
loss of energy suffered through the 
inefficient use of coal in steam en- 
gines. Very little notice, however, 
is taken of the equally uncconumical 
use of horse labor, especially on :hu 
farms. Tor example,, many ciwurtrs 
of western grain farms keep a large 
stock or work horses to hand!e tha 
rush of work during che summ t, and 
have these horses staudimy idle in 
the stable during the grater part cf 
the winter. Investigatirus carried oi 
by the United States Vesnitment cf 
Agriculture show that nm the north- 
ern states, taking the entirs vear, 


each farm horse works on in atet ize’ 


only 3$ hours a day. This low figure 
represents a considerable loss cf ‘se-, 
ful energy, for which the’ remedy 
must be.sought in one of two ways. 
Hither farm ‘operations must be 
more diversified, so as to. spread 
the work more equally over the year 
and make it possible to reduce the 
stock of working horses, or machin- 
ery must be substituted for horse 
‘power to- a much greater, extent than 
at present. Every horse owner is 
entitled to expect, and to strive to 
attain, a satisfactory return from. 
his investment in horse flesh. The, 
right way to do this is not to over-| 
wotk the horses, but ‘to put Imore 
brains into his ‘business, so that, 
as far as possible, no horse may be 
idle for any lengthy period. nor yet 
to have to work overtime during the 
rush seasons.

| In reading a paper recently before 
the Institute of Hygiene, on ‘‘Heart- 
Strain and Its Prevention” Dr. J. 
Strickland Goodall drew attention to 
the enormous amount of work done 
by the heart. From _ before birth 
until, usually, a short time after 
death. it beats uninterruptedly at 
rates varying :from 70 to 150. or 
more contractions a minute, doing 
at each contraction enough work to 
raise a 2 pound weight through a 
foot. Some conception of the work 
done can be guaged by placing a 2- 
Ib weight in the palm of the hand, 
resting the elbow, and raising and 
lowering the weight from the level 
of the elbow to ‘the shoulder. 

Acute heart-strain is difficult to 
Produce in a young, well-nourished, 
and healthy adult; but it. is very 
asy to produce if the heart-muscle is 
anaemic, poisoned, or the seat of 
degenerative change, When the heart 
is strained, it loses its power of do- 
ing extra work. Cases have been 
observed in which the heart had ac- 
tually burst, and one case in which 
an animal had ruptured its heart 
and died from ,emotion. Heart-strain 
may he induced in sume of the com- 


mon, thoughtless actions of everyday 
fife, as for instance, in the action 
of running to catch a train. In the 


actual experiment made on a person 
with a healthy heart, before the run 
the heart-rate was 76 per minute, 
and the heart was doing 152 foot-Ibs 
of work a minute; after the run the 
heart-rate was 180 per minute and 
the heart was doing 360 foot-Ibs a 
minute—an increase of 228 foot-Ibs 
per minute. Great strain may also 
be imposed upon the heart by as- 
cending stalrs hurriedly, 

Emotions alfect the heart, and as 
a result of anger the work of the 
heart may be increased from 152. to 
224 foot-lbs per minute. ‘‘Keep,, your 
temper!’ is, therefore, good physiol- 
ogical. advice. ‘Wlien the cardiac rate 
and work are increased by strenuous 
exertions, it is not only during the 
actual exertion that the heart's work 
is increased, but extra work contin- 
ues to be done for some time after 
the cessation of the exertion, ‘The 
enormous amount of total. extra 
work done by the heart is shown in 
the experiment of jriding a bicycle | 
uphill, the gradient being 1 in 10, the 
length 2,904 feet and the time of the 
ride 33. minutes. In a tested exam- 
ple the extra work would have raised 
1$ tons through one foot. ; 

The-work of the heart could be ec- 
onons.zed in many ways. If one went 
to bed every night at 10 o'clock in- 
stead of 12, the heart would be say- 
ed 876,000 foot-tbs of work in a year 
by lying down half an hour daily 
there would be an annual economy 
of 219,000 foot-Ibs; an hour's rest ev- 
ery Sunday would save 62,400 foot- 
tks; and by spending every Sunday 
in bed, instead of sleeping: only eight 
hours, the saving in the year would 
ee 938,400 foot-tbs.

ORIGIN OF THE UNION JACK 


The following ‘interesting story of 
the origin of the Union Jack is’ from 
the pen of Lieut-Sol. B. J. Sturdee. 
He states in his introduction’ that it 
has been compiled to assist school 
teachers and others in imparting in- 
struction on the meaning of the flag 
and the histories of the different pa- 
Ton saints, and also as a guide to 
those who take an interest in flags 
and their proper significance. 

After showing that banners and 
‘standards had been used by nations 
and tribes in, the earliest times, Col- 
Sturdee writes: ‘‘England was one of 
the first countries to have a navy 
and to display the national flag on 
her stips. Alfred the Great from A, 
D. 871 to 901 encouraged the building 
of war ships and ever since has the 
navy of england, and afterwards 
Great Britain, been the ruling guide, 
the chief defence of our country and 
the envy of all the world. The basis 
of the Union Jack or the Great Un- 
ion igs the red cross of St. George. 

St. George was born about 270 in 
Lydda, in Palestine, in the vale of 
Sharon, celebrated for its roses and 
so the rose is the national flower of 
England, and always associated with 
St: George. He was:‘a Christian and 
when: the: Hmperor Diocletian perse- 
cuted the Christians, St. Gearge op-' 
enly declared himself and did all he 
, could to save his fellow countrymen 
and oppose the emperor, but was put 
to death as a martyr, April 23, 303; 
jthis day is known as’ St. George's 
Day and has been so kept for hun- 
dreds of years; it is also related of 
him thgt he fought and killed a fierce 
dragon and thus saved a_ princess 
from death, so St. George is always 
represented in ‘his combat with the 
dragon, he being on horsehack and 
carrying a banner with a red cross 
on a white bacvground. He was thus 
rarly looked upon as a saint and 
his name and symbol venerated. Ca- 
bot, Drake and Frobizher sailed un- 
der this flag, and the ships that de- 
feated the great Spanish Armada 
carried it at their mastheads. It is 
in compliment to the ancient victor- 
ies of the English that to-day the 
; St. George’s cross is. the distinguish- 
ing flag of a British admiral and it 
is also used on the command pen- 
jnant, a long flag or whip, flown by 
every warship in commission, while 
the white or St. George’s ensign is

Scotland’s Patron Saint.. 


St. Andrew is supposed to have 
been the first to introduce Christian- 
ity into Scotland, and for that rea- 
son from yery early times he has al- 
so. been. known.as. the patron. saint of 
that country, and his ‘anniversary 
is kept by the Scotch on November 
30. The St.. Andrew's cross is a 
saltire or diagonal cross, white on a 
dark blue ground, and the origin is 
said to be from the fact that St. 
Andrew considered himself unworthy 
to be crucified on a cross of the 
same shape as his Master, and so 
chose one of an X shape on which 
he sufiered martyrdom. 

The first attempt of combining the 
two crosses on one flag was made 
after James VJ of Scotland became 
-James I of England, who 9s scon as 
he came to ‘the throne in,1603 added 
to the royal standard the personal 
flag’ of the sovereign, the red ion of

this flag under Queen Elizabeth had 
borne the three lions cf England and 
;the fleur-de-lys of France only, but 
it was not until 1606 that any change 
was made in the national flag. In 
that year King James authorized, a 
new flag to be borne in the main top 
‘of all ships ‘‘The.

Proclamaticn by Queen Anne. 


The next proclamations regarding 
flags were made in 1707 in the reign 
of Gueen Anne, when the union of 
England .and Scotland and their par- 
liaments became an established fact. 
so it was found necessary to have 
one fiag to represent the new union; 
this was set out in the first, article 
of the Treaty of Union, the procla- 
mation, :therefore, recited this art cle 
in which the crosses of St. George 
and St, Andrew should be ‘‘conjoyn- 
ed in'such a manner as we think-fit"’ 
‘and further appointed and described 
the red ensign to be used on board 


all ships or vessels whether employ- | 


ed‘in the Queen’s sarvice or other-. 
wise, but prohibited the use of ‘‘our 
| Jack, commonly called the Union 
Jack,’’ on any but the ships of the 
royal navy; :this proclamation did 
away with the former, ensign ' with 
the St. George's Cross and thereaf- 
ter the union was borne‘in the up- 
per corner of the flag, so from this 
time also the separate crosses of 
; England and. Scotland ceaced to be 
; national flags: the plain St; George's 
cross. being retained on a white pen- 
nant for use in the royal] navy as a 
‘badge of the ship. being in’ command. 

This..flag continued to be used for 
nearly one hundred years when Ire- 
land came into the union in 1801. 

Origin of Ivish Jack. 

St. Patrick from very early times 
has been the patron saint of Ireland. 
being born in. Scotland near the 
close of the fourth century. : 

St. Patrick’s Day, March 17, is al- 


“2 
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ways especially celebrated by the 
i Irish. The origin of St. Patrick’s 
cross or the Irish Jack is very ob- 
scure, but there is a tradition that 
he sijiered martyrdom on,a cross of 
the same shape at St. Andrew, but 
this is not generally accepted; the 
most probable origin of the cress is | 
that it was taken from a sacred stan 
dard or Labarum set-up by Constan- 
tine the Great, . Emperor of Rome, 
on which the first three’ Greek letters 
of the name of Christ, X.P.1., or 
Chire, and that the cross was taken 
from the first of these, especially as 
Constantine had lived for a time in 
the north of England, which, during 
the Roman occupation had been con- 
verted by missionaries from Scot- 
land, from which St. Patrick origin- 
ally came, and so the cross became 
intimately connected, with the labors 
of St. Patrick in Ireland. St. Pat- 
i.ck’s cross is the same shape (sal- 
tire! as St. Andrew’s but a red cross 
on a white field. It was not much 
used before the close of the seven- 
teenth century, and.Ireland has nev- 
er been represented in the naticnal 
flag as Scotland was, except for a 
brief period during the Common- 
wealth, and then by an ensign on 
which appeared a golden harp on a 
blue ground. 


Admissicn of Treland. 


When in 1810 Jreland was admitted 
into the Union, 't became necessary 
that the country should be rerres2n- 
ted on the national flag, and as this 
already hore the crosses of Englend 
and Scotland, it was decided to add 
the Trish cross, combining the three 
crosses on one flag. By a proclama- 
tion of King George III of January 
1, 1801, the details of the combinat- 
ion were given in heraldic language, 
it was defined that the white cross 
cf St. Andrew and the red cross of 
St. Patrick were to be join-d togeth- 
er quarterly, and counterchanzed and 
that they were to be surmounted by 
the cross of St. George, therefore it 


Was necessary to join three crosses | 


on one flag, at the same time to do 
this in such a way that Scotland and 
Ireland would’ hav? equal honor. This 
was more!difficult from the fact. that 
the Scotch and ‘Trish crosses were th2 
Same shape and size,‘and so! the pro- 
clamatton read that they were to be 
joined together quarterly and coun- 
terchanged. -It will be noticed that 
the St. George’s cross and its wide 
border divide the flag.intotfour quar- 
ters or cantons, the two upper being 
numbered one and ‘two, and the two 
lower three and: four, and that the 
widths of the two, saltire crosses are’ 
differently. placed in each quarter, 
the reason is that Scctland being 
the senior of the two, occupies  th2 
bigher positfon inthe |first’ and third 
quarters, Which’are nearest the flag 
staff, and that ‘the. positions are’ re- 
versed in the second and.fourth can- 
tons, that is, in the first and third 
quarters, the broad white of St. An- 
drew is plac2d above the red cross 
and its border, while in tha second 
and fourth the red of St. Patrick 
and its border are above, so that 
they are thus counterchanged. 


England’s Leading Fart 


Laid over this or surmounting it is 
the red cross of St. George with its 
white border, indicating clearly the 
leading part England has taken in 
the union, and the leading vosition 
each cross has been preserved again- 
each cross has remained intact and 
rests upon its own proper: ground or 
field, the White’ St. Andrew's on a 
blue field and the red St. Patric’s 
and St. G?orge’s on white grounhs, 
the whole forming a-most beautiful 
combination and one of the hand- 
somest flags that has ever floated to 
the breeze. Further symbols may 
be taken from the heraldic meaning 
ol the colors, namely red for cour- 
age, white for purity, and blue for 
truth. 

A little study will enable anyone 
to hecome familiar with the proper 
design and proportions, so there is 
no-excuse for the Ur;on Jack being 
wrongly made or placed, a correct 
flag shows the broad white of St. 
Anérew in the first and third quar- 
ters uppermost, and below the red 
in the other quarters. 

The\ Union Flag ,(to give its correct 
designation) is esssntielly the nat- 
ional flag; it shows the sovereigrrity 
of Great Britain wherever ".t flies; it 
is used as an army flag, being :hoist- 
ed over all forts, camps and military 
stations; it is the King’s color of all 
regiments of the army, and can be 
flown by any British subject on shore 
It is used by governors-general and 
Weutenant-governors of colonies with 
the arms or badges of the colony in 
the centre, but cannot be used at 
sea except by ships of war on the 
Jack staff. 


Hints Regarding Flags. 


Ar a enide ta thase having charge 
of fiags, a few hints are given to 
certain regulations and customs re- 
garding them. The part of a flag 
next to the flagstaff is called the 
hoist, the outer part theifield or fly; 
flags are generally hosted at eizht 
‘o'clock in the ‘morning and by ‘naval 
and military earlier, but should nev- 
er be allowed ta. fly) after vunset. 
Flags are lowered to half mest as a 
sign of mourning, but shoild then 
be only the width of the flag 4: 
the top of the flagstaff; when a flag 
is to be placed at’ half-mast ‘it 
should always be raised to full height 
and then lowered. - Salutes at sea 
are made by dipping or lowering the’ 
flag and then raising it, and in, this 
connection it is interesting to note 
that’ all nations aré the firet to pala 
ute British ships at, sea as a recog- 
nition that Great Britain is mistress
